(viii) Vice-Chancellors, Sanskrit Universities at Varanasi 
and Darbhanga and Gurukul Kangri Vishwavidyalaya. 

(ix) Chairman, Governing Bodies, Central Sanskrit 
Institutes. 

( x ) A representative of the Ministry of Home Affairs. 

(xi) A representative of the Ministry of Finance. 

(xii) A representative of the Ministry of Information and

(x iii) Joint Secretary /Joint Educational Adviser (Lan- 
guages), Ministry of Education & Youth Sendees.

(b) Tenure 

Fie tenure of the official and non-official members of the

( iv ) when requested, on the question of adding research 
departments to higher pathashalas and awarding 
Research Scholarships and stipends to the students 
of Pathashalas; 

(v) on the methods to be adopted for the preparation 
and publication of improved Sanskrit textbooks; 

(vi) regarding the State Honours and Awards for Pandits 
and to recommend names of eminent Sanskrit 
Scholars for such Honours and Awards;
